/Retrenchments’ Are Forecast. 


The raising of the bank rate, it is 
generally supposed, is intended to assist 
Signor. de Stefani in his policy of re- 
ducing the fiduciary circulation. It is 
supposed also to herald a régime of 
greater retrenchment. A hint of this was 
containdd in another passage of the Fi- 
mance Minister’s speech wherein he said 
it -was his intention to Gemand of ‘all 
citizens the most scrupulous respect of 
the fiscal laws and of all Government 
administrations, and the strictest econd- 
my on all new expenditures which can- 
not be covered by corresponding. ¢co- 
nomi¢s.
